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REPORT   OF  TOWN   LIBRARY. 


A  gentleman  from  Washington  D.  C,  passing-  through 
our  town  was  charmed  with  our  library,  "So  fitting  in 
natural  surroundings" !  On  entering,  his  face  beamed 
as  he  exclaimed,  "What  a  gem  and  what  an  inspiration 
to  its  readers" !  On  looking  at  the  catalogue  further,  he 
said,  "You  have  good  foundation  here  and  the  blocks  by 
which  you  build  a  noble  life,"  such  types  as  he  saw 
looking  down  from  the  wall.  A  book  that  is  not  worth 
reading  twice  is  not  really  worth  the  place  on  the  shelf. 
But  in  every  library  there  are  good  books  and  some  not 
so  good.  Yet  if  the  reader  is  earnest  and  has  desire  for 
the  good,  it  does  not  affect  him,  for  his  one  thought  and 
ambition  is  to  get  knowledge  and  lie  can  easily  call 
them  out.  As  for  example  in  "From  Alien  to  Citizen- 
ship," a  book  of  last  year,  the  author  was  a  wanderer 
but  his  love  of  books  gleaned  from  the  little  library 
over  the  seas  was  his  monitor,  when  lured  by  the  lights 
of  the  city  or  gay  companions  and  his  life  is  a  noble 
type  of  manhood.  Our  list  contains  this  year  many 
books  of  the  better  class  and  the  back  leaf  has  many 
red  stamps  showing  they  are  appreciated.
